Zepplin Raids on England, Sept. 23, 
Killed 400 Soldiers in Barracks 
And400Menon Cruiser, Says Berlin

Berlin, Oct. 18.—Eye witnesses of 


the Zeppelin attack on England on 
Sept. 23 report, according to the Over- 
seas News agency, that bombs hit the 
Grimsby barracks, killing more than 
400 soldiers, and 
about 
sixty men 
were killed on board a cruiser which 
was hit by a bomb. It 'is said that 
Regent street, London, was for the 
most part laid in ruins. 


Hundred buildings damaged. 


''Eye witnesses* state 
that 
more 
than one hundred buildings were bad- 
ly damaged, som/e of them being com- 
pletely 
wrecked," 
says

ngency. "The damage is estimated at 
more than 2,000,000 pounds. 
Regent 
street, London, which is the main ar- 
tery of commerce, was for the most 
part laid in ruins. In a southern su- 
burb of London an ammunition fac- 
tory wag blown up. 
"In Liverpool a bridge and tracks 
were damaged so badly that it will be 
impossible to use 
them- for a long 
time. 
Several benzol tanks near the 
Thames were damaged. The Griiasby 
barracks were hit and more than 400 
soldiers were killed. A cruiser with 
four funnels, which was anchored In 


the harbor, was hit by a_ bomb and 
about sixty men were killed.

other warships were badly damaged. 


Munition 'Factories Struck. 
"At Hull some buildings were dam- 
aged so badly that only the walla re- 
mained. 
Great damage was inflicted 
on ammunition factories and railroads 
at Leeds.

next in rank, shall act as inspectors of 
election. Election and ballot cleikb 
shall te selected from among the en- 
listed men.
